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1, The Czechoslovak mining industry was totally nationalized in October 1945, 
The country has about 270 mines, which employ approximately 125,000 persons, 
of whom me-tenth work in an administrative or technical capacity. As a 
ruit, all minea of a particular basin are combined under a single corpora- 
tion (state-owned company), which ig subject to commerttai law and is sup- 
posed to operate on a commercial basis. The verious individusl corporations 
are in turn subordinate to the Gzachoslovak Mineg Rational Corporation in 
Prague. Immediately responsible to the Minister of Industry, Zdenek FIUR- 
LINGER, this agency is charged with general supervision of the mines; co- 
ordination of planning; research and mechanization; consolidation of fi- 
nancial returns; purchases of machinery abroad; putchases from other Czecho- 
slovak agencies of auch necossary materials as timber, oil and finished 
metal~producte; distribution and export of coal and coke, as well as other 
mining products. In order to satisfy the Slovak demand for economic inds— 
pendence, there exists in Bratislava. a regional cffice of the central ad- 
miniatration. The Bratielavs. agency exercises diract control over the basin- 
corporations in Slovakia, and, although subordinate to Prague headouarters 
en policy,enjoye a degree of independence in the gale of Slovak coal and other 
mining priducta abroad. The exact relationship between the central administre~ 
tive agency and the individual basin-corporations throughout the country. 
has not as yet been fully worked out in practice. According to the propased 
pian, the basin-corporations were to be allowed considerable freedon of action 
aad to bear responsibility for economic results of auch action. In practice, 
however, the Central administrative agency haa exerciaed +var-increaging 
power, ,aven including eppointment of the staffs of some of the basin-corporation. 
aa! the central administrative agency controls all general plennaing, price~- 
fixing, and collective contracts with minare’ unions, not much leeway is left 
for truly independent management. 
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The individual basin-corporations are as follows: 


a. Ostrava Hard Coal Mines National Corporation, Ostrava. Production 
per annum: ‘epproximately 13,000,000 tons. Firate-class coking coal 
is found in the wastern part of the basin, good industrial cosl in 
Loe eastern sector in the Karvina area.

Fifty per cent dust makes 

for iifficult working conditions. The chiaf consumer is the Brno Bhectri- 
eal Works. Attached to this basin are lignite mines in southern Moravia, 

where lignite of inferior quality is mined for local consumotion only.

Zieved that Gzecheslovakia's total renuirement of lead is about 12,3000 tons 
per annum, and that this amount may not have bean secured through production 
aad import in 19,7, Pribram also produces wolfram and tin concentrates, which 
are smelted in England, since Pribram has no facilities for such work. This 
carporation'’s graphite production covers home demand, lerving considerable 
quantities available for export. 


O41 Wellies ac 
situated near Zietersdorf in South Moravia, and in South Slovakia. Production 
per annum: approximstely 24,000 tons. ‘This mesger yield is mainly due to 

a lack of machinery for adeouste depth drilling. In January 19468, tue cor 
poration ordered two drilling aets for drilling ta 2200 meters, and two other 
g¢tie for drilling to 1200 meters. This machinery was purchesed for 1,270,060 
dollars from IDECC or International Derrick and Inweastment Company, New York 
and Dallas, Texas, The machinery'is at present being delivered.

crams, When this figure, regerded ag extremely Low, was disclosed to the

thege statistics ware suooressed and no further figures have been iganed since.

It te difficult to smelt, owing to its 
comosratively high content of silicon dioxide. 


Central Slovakian Mete] Mines Nationel Cornoration, Banska Byatrica. fhis corpore- 
tion, analegous to Pribram, comorises all the non-ferrous metal min>s in Slovakir 
(4.e., lead end silver mines, damaged during the var, are located near Banska Stavni- 
ca, antimony mines near Vajskove, «ni quicksilver mines aver Ruzbachy). - 
Of ell coal districts, the most importent are the Ostrava hard coel and “ost brown 
coal enterprises. In the opinion of technical sxcerts, the Ostrave mines. are vell 
eaquinosd with underground machinery. They do leck, however, adeouste establish- 
ments for voshing end sorting; the Germans neglected these auxiliery establishments, 
since they were chiefly interested in output rather than auality. The same observa- 
tion epplies to the Most euterprise, which, in addition, was short of excevation 
maclinery for its open pits until recently. This situation at Most has been some- 
what alleviated by deliveries of small excevators from Ceschoclovak industry. For 
future develomient, however, the Mest corporation has ordered to excavators from 
the firm of Bucyrus-EBrie, South Milwauke-, Wiscongin, USA. These excavators, which 
cost over one million dollars, are scheduled fer delivery in 1970, At the American 
mining industry exhibition, hold in Mey 1947 in Glewel-nd, Ohio, the Ggeohs resligad 
bow backward their own mines vere in raspect te loeding snd trensport; they accord 
4{ngly ordered approximately "820,000 woof loading machinery and shuttle-care 

from the Joy Manufacturing Company, Pittsburgh, Pa. I+ is believed that thie order 
has very vrobasly been delivered to Gzechoslovekia already. One of the most serious 
bottlenecks in Gzachoslovak industry is a shortage of roll2>r-bearings and ball~bear-~ 
ings. For this reason, some of the lerge mining machina could not be put into 
operation. 


The financisl position of the Czechoslovak mining industry, as well as that of all 
other sectors of nationalized industry, has not as yet been consolidated. To date, 
all valance sheets still show statements based on the status of 1 January 1946, 
without revaluetion of standing assets in accordance with the monstery davelur: tion 
at the close of 1345. (Devaluation enabled the government to reosy former owners 
with devalued crowns, while still using 2n evaluation of standing assets computed 
at the old vre-devalustion rete.) Before the Gommunist coup, a bill wee under 
Aiscussion providing for a Fund of Nationalizea Infiuetry. Industries operating at 
a profit by their contyvibutions would cover the losses of industries shoving a | 
deficit. In 1926 the mining industry bad a turnover of g,609,000,009 crowns, of 
which cool revresented spproximetely ninety vercent. In 1947 the turnover is be- 
lieved to be slightly over nine billion crowns. In 1945 losses amounted to sz0ut 
850,000,000 crowns; in 1946, to 1,390,090,000 crowns, and in 1927 to about two 
billion crowns. This incressing loss is due primarily to the fact thet in November 
1945 coral prices vere raiaed by 300% , whereas wages and social exvenditures rose 
to 550%, with the orice of auxiliary materiais rising far above the corl orice 
(percentage computed at 1939 waga-price aczie), Since November 1045, the gnverm- 
ment has been adamant in refusing LO riee in coal vorices, even though 
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Czech cosl is priced much lower than coe] in other European countries. In order 

to consolidate the financirl position of the Czech mining industry and increase the 
atock capital, as described above, the Fund of Nationalized Industry would beve te 
contribute approximately ten billion crowns, computed on the status of the industry 
existing on 1 January 1948. 
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U> to February 1948, morale of workers in Czech mines has been far below the pre=war 
standard, «nd the output per man-shift hes attained only about 750 of ore-war level. 
Thig circumstance is partially attributed to improper suoarvision, and shortage of 
treined engineers (owing to the Volksdeutsch exodus), but is due primarily to a ack. 
of confidence on the part of the supervising steff which ke2ps tuem from enforcing 
stricter discipline among the workmen. 


5. The Czechoslovak tiines National Corporation, Prag’? Headquarters, consists of s general 
manager, deputy general maneger, advisory board, and five main departments with thei’ 
ataffs. After the general shake-up in February 1948, tngr. RADA was retained as 
zeneral menager and chairman of the advisory board, “hile Engr. KOVAR, previously 
mentioned as one of the members of the snecial Jachymov committes, was aopointed ae 
sole deputy general manager. (There had been three deputy gencral managers before 
the February shake-up.) The advisory board consists of twelve members, eleven trade~ 
union representatives and one minin; excert, Engr. HOUSKA, a retired manager of the 
state mines. The political orientation of the advisory borrd is as follows: six 
Communists, three Social Democrats, two National Socialists snd one member of the 
Democratic Party.
